SENATORS REACH AGREEMENT 


T h e R eorgan ization P lan Is N ow P ra c tic­ 
a lly S ettled U pon. 
Washington, 
March 
IO.—Tuesday 
was again crowded wTith conferences by 
the leaders of the various parties, and 
when night arrived it was pretty de­ 
finitely understood on all hands that 
the contest over organization 
which 
had been threatening for several days 
should not take place, and that the 
present situation should be m aintained; 
that the republicans should retain the 
control of the committees and the dem­ 
ocrats of the 
general 
offices. 
The 
formal agreement to this effect may be 
postponed for a few days, but the pre­ 
liminaries were agreed upon by the 
representative men of all parties, and 
it looks now as if there would be no 
obstacles to the consummation of the 
agreement. 
This agreement is to be binding only 
during the present special session of 
the senate and the coming extra session 
of congress, it being understood that 
hostilities will break out again next 
December, when congress will convene 
in regular session. 
The compact provides for the ap­ 
pointment of new senators to fill the 
vacancies caused by the retirement of

chairmanships. 
Senator 
Davis has already been placed at the 
head of the foreign committee.

Senator Shoup will 
succeed Mr. Davis as chairman of ter­ 
ritories, and that Senator Hansbrough 
will go to public lands, and it is prob­ 
able that Senator Hale will take naval 
affairs, and Senator Chandler privileges 
and elections. 
The two vacancies on 
the finance committee occasioned by 
the retirem ent of Senators Sherman 
and Voorhees will be filled by the ap 
pointmen! of a gold republican to suc­ 
ceed Sherman and a silver democrat to 
take Voorhees’ place.

Athens, March IO.—The Ephemeris, 
the government organ, asserts that 
orders have been sent to Commodore 
Sachtouris to maintain the position of 
the Greek fleet in Cretan waters, even 
though the powers threaten 
to 
use 
force, and that Prince George himself 
has visited Platania to instruct Cob 
Vassos to remain where he is in the 
interior of the island. 
It is reported that the Turkish min­ 
ister has asked to be recalled, as he 
fears his life is in danger. 
The reserves continue to arrive from 
the provinces, and the greatest enthu­ 
siasm is displayed. The full text of the 
Greek reply to the powers has been 
published in the Athens papers. It is 
generally approved. 
The government has formally pro­ 
tested to the powers against the ex­ 
pulsion of the Greek consul from Crete.

St. Louis. Mo., March IO.—The sec­ 
ond biennial convention of the sover­ 
eign camp, Woodmen of the World, 
W'as called to order Tuesday with about 
fifty delegates present, 
from 
nearly 
every state in the union. 
During the present session it is ex­ 
pected much controversy will develop 
over the proposed separation of 
the 
camps in the northern 
states 
from 
those in the south, ow ing to an alleged 
difference in the death rate in the tw'o 
sections of the country. 
In his report 
to the sovereign camp Commander 
Root discussed a plan known as the 
department plan, .whereby it is pro­ 
posed to levy assessments in the south 
to meet the losses in the lodges in thaT 
section and to levy corresponding as­ 
sessments in the north to meet 
the 
losses there. 


R ussia, G erm any an d G reat B r ita in Seem 
D eterm in ed . 
London, March IO.—It was learned in 
official quarters that there is not the 
slightest chance that the powers will 
tolerate the presence of Greek troops 
in Canea. As soon as the powers have 
had time to exchange views on the sub­ 
ject Greece will be notified of the meas­ 
ures w'hich have been decided upon for 
the immediate enforcement of their de­ 
cision. 
The negotiations will not last 
long, for it is known that Germany and 
Russia are pressing for immediate ac­ 
tion. 
It was stated in official circles that 
the renewal of fighting between the in­ 
surgents and the Turks in the Island 
of Crete will compel the powers imme­ 
diately to take measures to expel the 
Greeks from that island and land for­ 
eign troops there. 
In the house of commons Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt asked the 
govern­ 
ment for a promise that the British 
forces should 
not be 
used against 
Greece before parliament had been 
consulted. Mr. Balfour, first lord of the 
treasury, declined to pledge the govern­ 
ment to the course suggested by Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, but 
said 
that the ministers wished parliament 
to feel that they were acting with a full 
sense of their responsibility and in be­ 
half of Cretan liberty and European 
peace. 


T h e W ays and M ^ n » C o m m itte e 
rn S pecific Duty* 
Washington, March IO.—The republi­ 
can members of the ways and means 
committee nearly disposed of the sugar 
schedule Tuesday. They agreed unani­ 
mously to impose specific duties on 
sugar. They made the duty on sugar 
testing 96 degrees saccharine strength, 
polariscope test, one and five-eighth 
cents a pound. 
Above and below 96 
degrees the duty will correspond, be­ 
ing 3-100 of a cent more each degree 
above 96, and 3-100 of a cent less for 
each degree below 96. 
It was agreed that the discriminating 
duty against sugar from export bounty 
paying countries should be the net 
amount of the export bounty. It will 
vary with each country as the export 
bounty varies. 
For purposes of reci­ 
procity, the president was authorized 
to reduce the duty one-eighth of a cent 
a pound, or twelve and a half cents a 
hundred pounds, when coming from 
countries which, in his opinion, gave 
reciprocal advantages. 
The differen­ 
tial between raw and refined sugar was 
not fixed, but it will be about one- 
eighth of a cent a pound. 
The committee was unanimously op­ 
posed to a federal bounty. 
The in­ 
creased duty probably will bring the 
revenue from sugar up to $50,000,000 a 
year. Under the Wilson law* it is $30,- 
000,000. 


Cincinnati, O., March IO.—The situ­ 
ation here has become alarming. About 
9 o’clock Tuesday night 
a 
thunder­ 
storm 
north and east of Cincinnati 
added three-quarters of an inch to the 
rainfall 
here in less than an hour. 
Capt. Bassler of the United States sig­ 
nal service said: “The storm is now 
central over the lake region, and an 
area of low pressure extends from Ar­ 
kansas clear over the entire Ohio val­ 
ley. All streams south of the Ohio are 
teeming full, and the situation Is al­ 
together discouraging.” 
This puts an alarming phase on the 
situation, ii* view of the widespread 
destruction of the late flood, probably 
to be followed by a greater. 
Reports 
from the W hite river region of south­ 
ern Indiana, and 
from 
Washington 
Court House, O., are that railroad com­ 
munication is still greatly interrupted, 
and in some places cut off entirely. 
News from the headwaters of the Kana- 
w'has and the Monongahela is encourag­ 
ing. 
But from the signal-service re­ 
port there is reason to fear that all 
this will be soon changed. At midnight 
the river here was forty-six feet three 
inches—fifteen inches above the danger 
line—and rising five inches an hour.

Mr. Tacker of W innebago, in sap* 
port of the bill, attacked the m anage­ 
ment of the university, reiterating 
charges made a week ago. 
Mr. Peterson of Portage county read 
from a report of the state superintend­ 
ent to show th a t the members of the 
board of regents residing in Madison 
poetically controlled the institution. 
Mr. True of Sank declared th a t the 
hill was a personal fling a t President 
Adams,and repeated bis former charge 
th a t the hill had sinister motives be­ 
hind it. 
Considerable debate ensued over the 
question of w hether mr not it costs 
Wisconsin more then M innesota or 
Michigan for each student in th e uni­ 
versity. 
Mr. Ballard of W innebago, savagely 
assailed the bill. 
He said the presi­ 
dent of the university was not to 
blame for the aets of the board of re­ 
g e a r in putting control of institution 
into tha hands of the executive com­ 
mittee. 
He laid th a t the charge of 
lobbying by professors were fak e and 
the argum ents of the friends of tha 
hill wera unfair. 
W. A. Jones of M ineral Point, op­ 
posed the bill, and said th at the coat 
per student in Wisconsin was leas than 
in Michigan if the cost of erecting 
buildings was taken out. 
Michigan had bnilt no buildings in 
tw enty years. 
D. F. Jones of Sparta, made a vigor­ 
ous attack on the hill, saying he re ­ 
called the time when the president of 
the university had no seat on the 
hoard and the institution was under 
control of a political boss. 
The assembly refused to pass tha 
bill by a vote of 31 to 64. 
The constitutional amendm ent cre­ 
ating a hoard of pardon was also 
killed.

The greatest defect of the Shah was ’ 
his avarice, which was immense and 
insatiable; and 
although 
this is 
a 
fault common among Oriental despots, 
who feel that their power can only bo 
made secure from attack by the com­ 
mand of a full treasury, yet it injured 
and often ruined hie schemes for the 
development of his country. 
If he 
had been content to spend some por­ 
tion of his hoards on public improve­ 
ments, on the repair of ancient reser­ 
voirs and water courses, and the con­ 
struction of roads 
and 
bridges, he 
would have brought under cultivation 
tracts of cultivatable land which are 
now desert and would have largely 
benefited both his own revenue and the 
general trade of the country. But he 
could not make up his mind to spend 
money, and required every improve­ 
ment not only to pay for itself but to 
bring a large contribution to his own 
treasury. 
The concessions which were given 
to all comers for manufactures, mines, 
tramways, roads, 
banks, monopolies 
for lotteries, electric lighting, tobacco 
culture, and other schemes, were in no 
case assisted by state money, but all 
had to surrender a share of their prof­ 
its, real or problematical, to the shah. 
The consequence was that the greater 
number of these industrial undertak­ 
ings, which, in a strange country, and 
among a suspicious 
population, re­ 
quired constant support and large pe­ 
cuniary assistance from the govern­ 
ment, soon withered and disappeared, 
and the shah not only lost his antici­ 
pated profit, but solid and honorable 
financiers were deterred from adven­ 
turing in so unpropitious a country. 
The ground was left free to less honest 
speculators, who applied for conces­ 
sions, not to work them seriously, but 
to pass them on for a consideration to 
others who might 
successfully plant 
them in the often credulous markets of 
Europe. 
Disaster followed, the credit 
of Persia was lowered, and sound en­ 
terprises were seriously injured by the 
collapse of worthless speculations — 
Nineteenth Century.

ECTRIC LIGHTING IMPROVED.

|i expert points out that, while in 
fearly days of electric lighting peo- 
thought much more of the mere 
of having electric light than of the 
tual efficiency they derived from it, 
consumer of today is usually per­ 
tly well able to tell whether he is 
tting full value in light for the moli­ 
n e is paying the central 
station, 
Bays the New York Times; so that be­ 
tween the strict exaction of the cus­ 
tomer and the 
competition 
of rival 
lighting systems an electric light com­ 
pany can only hope to succeed by the 
beet possible service. The whole sub­ 
ject of lighting is in a transition state. 
In factories and large shops the old 
practice of allowing the rays of the arc 
lamp to fall downward will probably 
soon be discarded. It is found that by 
inverting the lamp and throwing the 
light to the roof, 
which 
should be 
whitewashed or 
white 
painted, the 
powerfully reflected rays are so differ­ 
ent throughout the building as to give 
the maximum efficiency without strain­ 
ing the eyes of the workmen. Much of 
toe present outdoor 
lighting is con­ 
demned as crude and unscientific. The 
street arc lamps dazzle and strain the 
eye, throw sharp shadows and waste 
the light. The next improvement will 
probably be the use of lower candle 
powrer lamps, placed at shorter inter­ 
vals and having reflecting hoods. *The 
bottom half of the globes will be semi­ 
opaque and 
possibly 
tinted a deep 
orange color. 
This wTould neutralize 
the painful glare of the arc lamp and 
give the streets the effect of oeing il­ 
luminated with Chinese lanterns. 
In 
domestic lighting shades having pris­ 
matic corrugations on their surfaces are 
coming into vogue. They give a good 
diffusion of light with but little ab­ 
sorption. 
An authority on decorative 
lighting says that although many new 
ideas have sprung up in the diatribe 
tion of masses of light in 
interiors, 
none has yet superseded in beauty and 
effectiveness the 
system 
of putting 
lamps out of sight and lighting the 
room entirely by diffused aDd possibly 
colored light. 
This will probably be 
the method of illuminating churches In 
the future. 
In churches where it has 
already been adopted the effect is de­ 
scribed as so infinitely restful and ap­ 
propriate that in comparison the or­ 
dinary methods of 
church 
lighting 
seem garish and barbarous.

for a dark, clear night, and one mile 
for a rainy night. 
The Am erican ex­ 
perim ents show th a t a light of one- 
candle power is visible at one mile, and 
one of three-candle power is plainly 
visible a t tw'o miles. 
A ten-candle 
power light -was seen w ith a binocu­ 
la r at four milers, and one of tw enty- 
nine a t five miles, though faintly, and 
one of thirty -th ree candle a t the sam e 
distance w ithout difficulty.

the safe side the experim ents 
w ere 
m ade w ith green light, as it has been 
conclusively proved th a t if a light 
of 
th a t color fills the required tests a red 
lig h t of the sam e intensity will more 
th an do so. 
It w as found th a t the candle power 
of green light which rem ained visible 
at one, two, three and four miles was 
two, fifteen, fifty-one and 106, respec­ 
tively.
